LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it please Your Excellency, 

I had the honour to submit on the 12th ultimo a Return of 
the acreage under Flax in 1864 and 1865, by counties and 
provinces. I now beg to submit to your Excellency General Ab- 
stracts, showing for the same years the area under each description 
of crop, and the number of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, and Pigs. The 
emigration from Ireland during the first seven months of 1864 and 
1865 is also given. 

The collection of these Statistics commenced on the 1st of June 
and occupied about eight weeks : it was, as on former occasions, 
intrusted to the Constabulary and Metropolitan Police, nearly 
4,000 of whom acted as Enumerators with their usual efficiency. 

They visited upwards of 600,000 separate holdings during the 
progress of the work. The names of the various parties from whom 
the°particulars of Stock and Tillage have been obtained are stated 
on the Returns. 

The Abstracts are compiled from the summaries of the several 
districts as made up by the Enumerators, and may differ slightly 
from the revised figures hereafter to he published; but I do not 
apprehend that any change which would affect their value for 
general purposes will be necessary.

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It is very satisfactory to observe the continued care bestowed on 
the rearing of young stock throughout the country, as appears by 
the Returns of this year, which exhibit an increase in the number 
of Cattle, Sheep, and Pigs, unde r one year old , in each of the 
Provinces, and almost in every county — the total increase of Cattle 
under that age being 5b, 147 ; of Sheep, 175,441; and of Pigs, 
220,285 ; — and we may confidently hope, that with a recurrence of 
such favourable seasons as the present, the value of Live Stock will 
soon reach the large amount (£35,368,259) it had attained prior to 
the “Hay Famine” in 1859, by which, and the excessive rains of 
the three following years, the number of Stock and the Agricul- 
tural prosperity of Ireland in general were so injuriously affected. 

Emit/ration. 

In the first seven months of 1865 the Returns of emigrants ob- 
tained at the several ports of Ireland by the Enumerators, show 
that 62,262 persons left this country, stating it to be their intention 
nut to return. In 1864 the number for the same period was 84,586, 
being in this year a decrease of 22,324. The emigration for the 
seven months referred to is given by provinces for 1864 and 1865, 
at page 20. The total number of emigrants from the commence- 
ment of the enumeration at the Irish ports, in May, 1851, to the 
31st of July, 1865, is 1,591,487. 



I beg to observe that on no former occasion during the fifteen 
years in which I have had the charge of these Statistics, has a more 
friendly interest been exhibited towards them, or a greater desire 
shown to learn the results of the Enumeration ; and I have again 
the gratification to state that, almost without exception, the Enume- 
rators did not experience any difficulty, as the required information 
has been most readily afforded by the resident Landed Proprietors 
and Tenant Farmers of every class, to whom, and also to the Clergy 
of all denominations, and the members of the public Press, I now 
beg to express my respectful acknowledgments for the valuable 
assistance which I continue to receive in connexion with these 
important Returns.
